D’ESSAUER’S RETURN TO 
AMERICA SOUGHT BY 
STATE DEPARTMENT. 


Steps Taken to Bring Alleged Handler 
of Forged Bonds to New Took on a 
Charge of Fraud—Later Chicago Vic- 
tims May Act. ; 

Indjviduals and firms interested in the pros- 
ecution of S. George D’Essauer, Vice Presi- 
dent of the Western Gecurity company, who 
is wanted in Chicago on the charge of vb- 
taining on worthless bonds loans amounting 
to over $40,000, received information yester- 
day that the State department at Washing- 
ton had issued a warrant for D’Hssauer’s 
return from London, England, to the United 
States. D’Essauer has been in jal] in London 
since Sept. 5. A. F. Hatch, attorney for the 
Equitabie Trust company and the North- 
western Gaslight and Coke company, two of 
the concerns whose bonds were forged, said 
that the warrant for D’Essauer’s return was 
obtained by persons in New York. 

“We will be unable to do anything with 
D’Essauer until the New York courts have 
disposed of their charges against him,“ said 
Mr. Hatch. The New York parties loaned 
D’Essauer $1,500 to $5,000 worth of worthless 
bonds. They seem to have obtained an in- 
dictment against him. After D’ sauer ar- 
tives in New York it may not be difficult to 
bring him to Chicago.“ 

The existence of worthless bonds of the 
Equitable Trust company and the Nortb- 
western Gaslight and Coke company was not 
traced to D’Essauer until April 15 last, al- 
though it was learned that D' Essauer’s com- 
pany, the Western Security company, was 
Wefunct, and that he had left the city on April 
5. It developed that he had obtained $83,000 
on $50,000 worthless bonds from various firms 
and individuals and $1,500 on $2,500 worth- 
less bonds from the Garden City Trust com- 
pany. D'Essauer was traced to Boston and 
then was lost sight of until he reappeared in 
London. He was sentenced to three months 
in jail for obtaining ¢rédft'on false pretenses 
from the Hotel Victéria in London. D’Es 
sauer, in Chicago, lived at 52 Astor place. 


WEALTHY PATIENT DISAPPEARS. 


J. G. Duffield of Galveston, Tex., Being 
Treated for Morphine, Missing 
from the Sanitarium. 


Milwaukee, Wis., Nov. 10.—[Special.]—J. 
G. Duffield, a wealthy citizen of Galveston, 
Tex., is missing from the Milwaukee Sani- 
tarium, where he had been taking treatment 
for the morphine habit. It is feared that 
he may have taken an overdose of the drug 
and may be dead in his room at some hotel 
in the city. Duffield came to Milwaukee 
about ten days ago. The same evening he 
decided that he did not want to stay there 
any longer and started down-town. An at- 
tendant was sent with him, and, when Dur- 
field had taken so much morphine that he 
was unable to care for himself, he was taken 
back to the sanitarium by the attendant. 
About dusk last evening he again told the 
attendant who had charge of him that he 
would stay at the sanitarium no longer and 
started away. The attendant had orders to 
use no force and so allowed Duffield to go. 
When he reported to the physician in charge 
that Duffield had gone an immediate search 
was made for the missing patient, but the 
only trace that could be found of him was 
at Dadd’s drug store, on Grand avenue, 
where he had purchased a dollar’s worth of 
drugs. Where he went after that is a mys- 
tery. Duffield has a wife and one child, and 
they are now with relatives at Waukesha.

CULLOM IS SATISFIED. 


Members-Elect to General Assem- 
bly Meet in Caucus to Prepare 
for Battle at Springfield. 


TANNER MEN ARE ACTIVE. 


It was pretty well determined yesterday 
that Lawrence Y. Sherman will suc- 
ceed himself as Speaker of the Lower House 
of the lilinois Legislat Other matters 
connected with the doings of the next Gen- 
eral Assembly, notably the organization of 
the State Senate and the election of a United 
States Senator, entered into the talk and 
plans of the Republican politicians who as- 
sembled at the Great Northern Hotel during 
the day, but the Speakership question was 
the a. one which reached anything like a 

resu 

The hotel all day looked like the Leland 
at Springfield when the Legislature is in 
session. Almost every Republican member- 
elect of the General Assembly, with the hold- 
over Senators had arrived during the morn- 
ing and caucusses were held and plans laid 
as if it were the day preceding the opening 
of the session. 

The Speakership of the Lower House was 
the thing which excited the most interest, and 
while there were candidates galore the three 
who held the center of the stage were 
L. T. Sherman of Macomb and Cari Mueller 
and David Shanahan of Chicago. Of the 
latter two Shanahan was the man more 
talked about. 


Sherman to Vote for Tanner. 

Early in the day word was passed around 
that Senator Cullom desired the election of 
Shanahan and would use what influence he 
had among the members of the House to ac- 
complish it. The reason given was that 

peaker Sherman was a friend of Governor 
Tanner, and the Senator was afraid if he 
were elected he would organize the 
House, if not in the interest of Tanner for 
United States Senator, at least in opposition 
to Cullom, and use the patronage which the 
Speaker possesses in that direction. 

Speaker Sherman, when asked about the 
matter, said frankly enough he intended to 
vote for Governor Tanner for United States 
Senator, but declared he would take no fur- 
ther part in the Senatorial fight, and during 
the afternoon a party of members of the 
House made a call on Senator Cullom. In 
the party were Representatives Troutman, 
Bush, Rankin, Cherry, Browh, and others. 
They are all friends of Senator Cullom and 
either instructed or pledged to vote for him 
in the Senatorial caucus. 

„I hope you are not all candidates for the 
Speakership,” was the salutation given his 
visitors by the Senator when they entered his 
room, as you are all good men, and it would 
be difficult to make a choice between you.

They told him they were not 
and assured him of their loyalty to him for 
the United States Senatorship, and then wert 
on to represent to the Senator that his wisest 
course lay in keeping out of the Speakership 
fight, as many of his friends were anxious 
that Judge Sherman should be elected, and 
they were all satisfied that if he were he 
would be perfectly neutral in the Senatorship 
contest and not use his office for the benefit 
or harm ofany candidate.

An attempt was also made by the opponents 
of Judge —— to drag Governor-elect 
Yates into the contest, but he refused to 
have anything to do with it. So far as is 
known he would prefer the election of Judge 
Sherman, but he has carefully refrained from 
any expression in the matter. 

Governor Tanner was at the hotel all day 
in the interest of his candidacy for the United 
States Senatorship. He received many call- 
ers and from some received promises of sup- 
port. The opinion seemed to be, although 
the story was stoutly denied by the Gov- 
ernor’s friends, that his candidacy js more 
for the purpose of defeating Senator Cullom 
than of electing himself, and when the proper 
time comes he would withdraw in favor of 
the candidate most available for that pur- 


pose. 

Governor Tanner and some of his friends 
had a consultation during the morning, in 
which a novel plan of undermining Cullom’s 
— was decided upon. There are a number 

members-elect who are instructed to vote 
for Cullom by the conventions which nom- 
inated them and who are yet anxious to 
break away and go with some other candi- 
date. The plan laid out is to circulate papers 
among the delegates to the conventions 
which nominated these members withdraw- 
ing the Cullom instructions: 

All sorts of claims were made around the 
hotel during the day as to the Senatorial 
situation, but nothing new was developed.

YATES ES T0 KEEP 


Will Not Meddle in Legisla- 
tive Fights, Saying He Is to 
Be Governor, Not Dictator. 


DAY IS GIVEN TO CALLERS. 


Many Come to Offer Congratula- 
tions and Ineidentally to Ask 
for Jobs for Themselves.

Governor, Not Dictator. 

Judge Yates replied that he had so far re- 
fused to take any part in the contests over 
the United States Senatorship, the Speaker- 
ship of the House, or the organization of 
the State Senate, and intended to follow this 
program to the end. He had been elected 
Governor, he said, not party dictator, and 
he intended to confine himself to the duties 
of his office and allow the members of the 
Legislature to handle their own affairs as 
they saw fit. 


Gives Out a Statement. 


When asked yesterday regarding the calls 
made on him by State Senators representing 
the two factions seeking control of the 
upper branch of the General Assembly, Judge 
Yates gave out the following written state“ 


ment: 

“I have received today a number of calls 
from State — i and State Senators- 
elect. In every case they assured me that the 
only kind of A215 of the State Senate 
they contemplated or favored was such an 
organigation as would be not in the interest 
of any division or faction or element of the 
Republican party but with the steadfast 
purpose of promoting such legislation as 
would thoroughly subserve the public inter- 
est and meet with the unquestioned approval 
of the whole people. 

“TI assured the Senators that these senti- 
ments would, I felt, be commended by men 
of all parties, especially the Republican 
party, and certainly coincided. with my 
views, and that so long as these purposes 
2 them I would be glad to lend them

Explains Small Chicago Vote. 

On this same subject of the result of the 
election in Cook County Judge Yates the day 
before at Jacksonville made the following 
statement: 

“It is true that I ran behind McKinley in 
the City of Chicago, my opponent, Mr. Al- 
schuler, carrying that city by a plurality of 
@ little over 18,000, while McKinley’s plural- 


‘| ity over Bryan in the county was over 8,000. 


In other words, about 10,000 men who voted 
for McKinley did not vote for me. I think 
this vote was almost entirely due to the so- 
called reform element in the City of Chica- 
go, who were misled and deceived in a varie- 
ty of ways and made to believe that I was 
not a friend of good municipal government. 
This is the one particular in which I am 
dissatisfied with the result of the electien,

‘ Says He Was Misjudged. 

“This would be mortifying under any cir- 
cumstances, but it Is especially so to me. be- 
cause I feel that these 10,000 have grossly 
misjudged me, after a most determined. 
faithful, and high-minded effort on my part 
to put behind me all considerations except 
the fundamental consideration of the great- 
est good to the greatest number. 

Other causes may have contributed to 
my running behind in Chicago, but only in a 
slight degree. It is true that a large number 
of Jews cast their votes for Mr. Alschuler, a 
number of wealthy and influential ones car- 
rying to him not o their own votes but 
those of their friends, both Jew and Gentile.

partial way several features of civic duty 
which always are presenting themselves for 
earnest and thoughtful consideration. - 
“The stable government of today is de- 
pendent more upon the brains of its citizens 
than upon its defenders. Illiteracy and su- 
perstition have always been and are today 
the worst foes of the successful adminis- 
tration of government and justice. I venture 
to say that were the simplest educational 
test applied to the American voter today 
one-third of all would be disqualified. It 
therefore seems almost a hopeless task to 
hope for a real and honest government when 
a large percentage of voters are swayed en- 
tirely by the blindest of motives and not by 
cool and hard reasoning. Gross ignorance of 
the simplest factors in government prevails. 
The public school of today is largely to be 
blamed for this deplorable condition. 

„History is taught in a haphazard and 
careless manner. The American child of a 
few years of age could tell you more of the 
French revolution, the renaissance, or the 
crusades than about the American rebellion 
or the civil war. Such words as nation, 
State, and law have been but as empty words, 
and nothing more. The undying principles

-HAFFNER’S PTOULIAR TALE. 


New York, Nov. 10,—(S8pecial.j—Jaccb J. 
Haffner, who has spent a greater part of the 
last fifteen years in State prisons, made a 
statement today and produced letters and 
documents which may clear up the mystery 
surrounding Thomas H. Biythe, the multi- 
millionaire, who died in Ban Francisco in 1883. 

The papers in the possession of Haffner 
were today turned over to a lawyer to press 
his claim to a share of the vast estate. 

If their authenticity can be established they 
will start afresh the bitter contest over the 
old man's millions. They include what pur- 
ports to be an original will of James Hey 
Pearcy,” othefwise known as Thomas H. 
Blythe,” dated March 4, 1881, signed in the 
presence of Haffner and one Joseph Blow, 
late of Los Angeles, Cal. This will appoints 
‘Haffner as executor of the estate without 
bonds and names as residuary legatee my 
adopted daughter, Miss Florence Pearcy, 
otherwise known as Miss Florence Ashcroft, 
now residing with her mother, Mrs. Julia 
Ashcroft, at London, England.“ 

There are several bequests, including one 
of $150,000 for building and endowing a 
college for orphan boys in San Francisco. 


Haffner's Claims to Property. 

The third article in the will reads: 

I give, devise, and bequeath to my broth- 
er, Mr. Charles Pearcy of Chicago, III., 
550,000.“ 


It is under this article that Haffner makes 
his claim to a share of the Blythe estate. §o 
far as is known the name of Charles Pearcy 
has never before been mentioned in the lit- 
igation since the death of Blythe.. 

It is on record, however, in the Probate 
Court of Cook County, III., that Charles 
Pearcy died at the West Side Hospital in 

Chicago in November, 1897. Haffner was in 
Dangemoré prison at this time. Charles 
Pearcy had lived for several years at 224 
West Madison street, in Chicago. He was 
practically a hermit. There was great sur- 
prise when it was found that he had left 
— in United States and Chicago city 
nds. 


Asks for Two Bequests. 

Haffner seeks to recover $30,000 under the 
will of Charles H. Pearcy, and also $50,000 
.from the Blythe estate, which, as he claims, 
was willed to Charles H. Pearcy and should 
fall to him as residuary legatee under the 
Charles H. will, 

Haffner said today: I have Known James 
H. Pearey, who was called Thomas H. 
Blythe, and also his brother, Charles Pearcy, 
ever since | was a child, When I was about 
14 years old Charles Pearcy came to New 
York and lived for several months. Some 
time prior to 1886 he moved to 224 West 
Madison street, in Chicago, I visited Chi- 
cago off and on and always 
I was there.“ 

Haffner said the Pearcy brothers were 
born in England, but their parents went to 
Australla and died there. They left the 
boys about $1,000, with which they came to 
this country. They went West later and 
cattle. 

James was arrested for alleged theft, 
convicted, and sentenced to the penal colony 
in Van Dieman's Land. He escaped from 
there and turned re San Francisco in 1849. 
It was then that he assumed the name of 
Thomas H. Blythe to escape rearrest. How 
he prospered and grew wealthy in Frisco is 
well known. 

I was in Frisco in 1881, when he got his 
cousin and me to draw up the will. He did 
not want any one to know how he was leav- 
ing his money, and he made us promise to 
keep it secret.” 


Jacob J. Haffner appeared in Chicago on 
Aug. 23 with what purported to be the last 
| will of Charles Pearcy, who died in Chicago 
three years ago at 224 West Madison street. 
Pearcy had lived as a recluse and died at 
the County Hospital, apparently without 
money or friends. After his death $42,000 
in United States and Chicago City bonds 
was revealed, and this money was appor- 
tioned by Publie Administrator P. H. O Don- 
nell between four brothers, two sisters, and 
the five children of a deceased brother of 
Pearcy. These heifs, all residents of West 
Virginia, were found by means of an adver- 
tisement, and proved conclusively to Ad- 
ministrator O’Donnell their right to the 
Chicago man's wealth. In the will presented 
by Haffner he was made executor, and $13,- 
500 of the recluse’s wealth is given in ots 


ranging from 500 to 83,000 to eight persons 


in. various parts of the country, some of 
whom were almost strangers to Pearcy. One 
item provided that $2,000 should bé paid to 
James H. Pearcy, a brother, of San Fran- 
cisco, who was known as Thomas Blythe. 
Haffner was given the residue of the estate. 
Haffner engaged Attorney William P. Black 
to present his case to the Cook County Pro- 
bate Court, but nothing ever camé of the 
contest. Administrator O’Donnell did not 
consider the will a genuine document. 


SUGGESTS CHANGES IN LAWS. 


Illinois Practice Commission During Its

New York, Nov. 10.—[Special.]—Robert 
Graham Dun, senior member of the firm ct 
R. G. Dun & Co., died at 1:30 a. m. today 
at his home, 261 Madison avenue. He hal 
deen in poor health for the last twelve years. 
The cause of death was cirrhosis of the liver. 
Mr. Dunn spent the summer at Dunmere, his 
country home near Narragansett Pier, where 
his health improved somewhat. He returned 
to this city on Sept. 20. His wife was with 
him until the last. 

Mr. Dun’s ancestcrs were Scotch. His 
grandfather was the Rev James Dun, for 
twenty years a minister of the Free Church 
of Scotland, in Glasgow. His father, Robert 
Dun, was also educated for the ministry, and 
migrated to the United States in 1815; he 
settled in Chillicothe, O., where he married 
Lucy W. Angus, also of Scotch parentage.

Young Dun took advantage of such means 
for education as were affordéd by the district 
‘school and an academy, and at 16 years of 
age began his business career in a country 
store at a salary of $2 per week.

CHICAGO’S LOCKOUT IN 
BUILDING TRADES COULD 
HAVE BEEN CUT SHORT. 


Secretary of National Council Tells In- 
dustrial Commission How Trouble 
Might Be Settled—Lessons Learned 
as a Result of the Long Strike. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 10.—[ Special. 
H. W. Steinbiss of St. Louis, secretary — 
the National Building Trades council, ap- 
peared before the Industrial commission and 
touched upon the conditions that attended 
the building trades strike in Chicago. Mr. 
Steinbiss thought the National Building 
Trades council could have settled the dif- 
ficiities in the Chicago lockout if it had had 
power to interfere with the local council, 
but it could not do so, according to its laws. 
He proposed at the next convention of the 
National Building Trades council to ask that 
the national council be given mord power 
in handling strikes and lockouts. He ques- 
tioned the constitutionality of a compulsory 
arbitration law. 

In Chicago, since the great lockout there, 
the plasterers, bricklayers, and ironworkers 
had withdrawn from the National Building 
Trades council. The council has no strike 
fund on hand, but, as in the case of the Chi- 
cago lockout, such a fund could be raised 
promptly when needed by the assessment of 
five cents a week on each member in the 
federation. He denied that there was any 
conflict of jurisdiction between the national 
council and the unions belonging to it. 

Mr. Steinbiss said there is ition in 
unions to the practice of having’agreements 
between unions and the contractors’ asso- 
clations, under which the unions agree that 
their men shall work for no one not a mem- 
ber of the contractors’ union. He thought 
that no agreement embodying such a provis- 
ion will ever be indorsed again by the Build- 
ing Trades council. : 

He suggested the possibility of the Build- 
ing Trades councils, in times of lockouts by 
the employers, taking hold of work them- 
selves on some codperative basis, getting 
along without the contractors. He thought 
contractors were necessary in the construc- 
tion of some kinds of buildings, but, after 
all, he contended, the contractor was really 
gambling in labor. He thought a lockout 
would in the future be met by the plan he 
suggested, which would really be doing work 
by day labor. He thought sympathetic 
strikes were necessary.

CHINA REFUSES DEMANDS. 


Emperor. Declines to Inflict the Pun- 
ishments she Powers Think 
ecessary. 

PEKIN, Nov. 9, via Shanghai, Noy. 10.— 

Li Hung Chang has received a note from 
Emperor Kwang 8u declining to accede to 
the demand for the punishment of Tung Fu 
Hsiang, and consenting only to the banish- 
ment of Yu Hsien. The note has not yet 
been formally communicated to the Minis- 
ters. 
Although the Ministers affirm that their 
meeting was perfectly harmonious, they 
practically agreeing upon all the questions 
considered, they have not yet proceeded be- 
yond most elementary subjects. The ques- 
tion of indemnity, for instance, was not even 
discussed. It is of such magnitude that they 
seemingly are desirous of putting off its 
consideration as iong as possible, and the 
negotiations are likely to be greatly pro- 
tracted before anything will be ready to 
present to the Chinese plenipotentiaries. 

The present desire of the Ministers is, 
first, to contract a preliminary treaty 
acknowledging a few principles, such as in- 
demnities and the security for the future 
of the lives and property of foreigners, leav- 
ing the other questions to be negotiated sep- 
arately by each power. There is every prob- 
ability that the negotiations will last for 


years.

Lord Salisbury s Guild Hall speech has not 
cleared the situation in China, but it has 
minimized diplomatically the force of the 
Anglo-German agreement and conciliated 
Russia, whose assent is required to the 
policies of the powers. The alarming re- 
ports of aggressive action of Russian offi- 
clals at Tien Tsin and elesewhere are not 
confirmed and may have been exaggerated 
by Chinese intriguers always on the alert 
to keep the powers divided.

The 
ministry. of Waldeck-Rousseau has an- 
nounced its intention of progeeding against 
the religious orders, whose existence even 
France has been tolerating with growing 
impatience for years past. This may be 
done without causing more friction than al- 
ready has been experienced on many occa- 
sions since the republic was set fp. There 
will be an outcry among the clerical organ- 
izations and probably excited movements 
here and there where the people are stil!

no manifestation, whether on that ground 
or on account of favors shown to the Social- 
ists, can be regarded as likely to develop 
into a combined effort to subvert the exist- 
ing form of government: What, however..

accident. The French government is at its 
wits end to find money, and, without adding 
to the load of. debt already stupendous, gen- 
erally fails to find enough. M. Guillain, in 
his report upon the budget of 1901, writes 
like a man almost in despair, and talks of 
reducing interest on the debt by some jug- 
gle of conversion in order to find the money 
no longer furnished by taxation. Should 
his attitude betray the real truth it would 
be a far more significant approach of afflic- 
tion for France than any noisy demonstra- 
tion of sections of discontented citizens. 


South African Affairs. 
The one interesting point in regard to 
south Africa this week has passed almost 
unnoticed. J. P. Robinson, an Afrikander 
born and one of the wealthiest of the Johann- 
esburg millionaires, has recommended that 
the British government come to reasonable 
terms with the leaders of the Boers instead 
of persisting in beating them down into a 
‘position indistingulshable from that of a 
slave. Probably no attention will be paid to 
this recommendation at present, but it 
marks a change in the mood ot those African 
magnates whom some of us blame for bring- 
ing the whole misery upon us, and they are 
unquestionably becoming anxious for peace.

STAGG'S MBN LOST AGAIN 


NORTHWESTERN ELEVEN pr. 
FEATS MAROONS 5 TO o. 
Purple Outplays Chicage Team and 
Recovers Lost Festball Standing— 
Midway Players Show Worst Form 
of Season—Fouls and Penalties Give 
Evanstonians Many Yardse—Fleager 
and d. o. Diets Plange Through to 

Vietory—Henry Makes Long Ran. 


Chicago University has been retreating 
from the front to the rear of Western foot- 
ball ranks with remarkable celerity for the 
last month. Yesterday its retreat was 
turned into utter rout and confusion by 
Northwestern University. 

The purple, by defeating the maroons 6 
to 0, wiped out the disgrace of last season's 


‘score of 76 to 0, vindicated Coach Holliste 


and his tandem play, and relegated Stage’s 
team to the ranks of the third-raters among 
Western elevens. And while his men were 
having the mud and mire of Marshall Field 
rubbed into them in large and juicy chunks 
Coach Stagg was up at Madison getting 
pointers on Wisconsin's play for use against 
the Badgers next Saturday, so he was spared 
the humiliating spectacle. ‘ 

It was @ great day for the purple, an 
it was @ correspondingly small day for the 
maroon, The Evanston boys own the cham- 
pionship of Chicago, and they won it, not 
on à fluke or through luck, but by outplay- 
ing their rivals at all times and at every 

int. Their defense was better, their of- 
ense was more determined and concerted, 
their team work was not always perfect but 
fairly shone in comparison to Chicago's, and 
their handling of the wet, slippery ball was 
much more accurate than the work of their 
opponents. 


wid Maroons Lacking in Nerve. 
maroons, gradually growing weaker 
and weaker with each successive defeat, put 
up by long odds the worst exhibition they 
have given this season. It was their first 
experience in a game on a muddy gridiroꝝ. 
but with superior weight in their favor the 
slow condition of the field should have been 
to their advantage. The impression long 
felt by supporters of the maroons that they 
lacked the sand, nerve, and fighting quali- 
ties which make up a winning team, was 
strengthened yesterday and no doubt re- 
maing that there is a streak of yellow some- 
where in the team. 

Each time the maroons had the ball within 
striking distance of the purple goal they 
found a stone wall in the way and lacked the 
power to break it, although the 
weight was theirs. Once, and once only, did 
Chicago get the ball to Northwestern's ten- 
yard line, and then it was lost on a fumble. 
Twice Henry was forced to attempt goals 
from placement outside the twenty-five-yard 
line, and each time they were miserable fail- 
ures. And to their other failings the ma- 
roons added that of being unable to keep on 
side. Ten times during the game was Chi- 


cago penalized for offside play and charging 


by Speed, and these ten penalties netted the 
purple seventy-five yards, or enough to have 
given them their touchdown. Each side lost 
the ball once for holding in the line. 

There were two redeeming features in Chi- 
cago's play. One of these was the way in 
which the maroons braced and held the pur- 
ple twice in the first half 
their own Once they regained the 
ball at their ten-yard line on a fumble after 
holding stiffly for two downs, 
the five-yard line 


ing would have been pardonable, but Sheldon 
and Henry gave a better exhibition in that 
department than in any previous game they 
have played. 


Brilliant Ren by Henry. 

To Henry belongs the credit for the long- 
est run of the day, when he took one of

downed him on Northwestern's eighteen- 
yard line. Coming as it did right after the 
purple had scored, it looked as if the im- 
pending defeat had put some courage, born 
of desperation, into the maroons, but the 
expected brace failed to materialize and 
Chicago could not advance the ball another 
chalk line. 

The smallest crowd that has seen a big 
game gathered at Marshall Field and shiv- 
ered and kicked its feet against the water- 
soaked seats of the grand stands for two 
hours and a half. Even in spite of the miser- 
able weather a larger crowd was expected 
because of the long-time rivalry between the 
two institutions, and the paucity of the at- 
tendance can only be explained by the fact 
that so many considered the game Chicago's 
and they preferred learning the size of the 
score afterward to getting it first hand at 
the expense of so much physical discomfort. 

The gridiron was put Mm as good condition 
as possible by a liberal use of sawdust and 
shavings, but it was soft and slippery, often 
putting the back men out of the play before 
they got started and making & dificult for 
them to keep their feet. These conditions 
were naturally conceded to be an advantage 
for Chicago on account of the extra weight 
of the maroons, but it proved otherwise. 

Chicago's Ends Prove Weak: 

Mass plays were the order of the day, and 
the purple excelled at these with its con- 
stantly repeated tandem drives at cener 
and tackles. But not half of Northwestern's 
ground was gained by this style of play. 
So weak was Chicago at the ends that fre- 
quently the purple backs were able to skirt 
one wing or the other of the line for good 
distances.

Minneapolis, Minn., Nov. 10.—{Special.}— 
The Illinois went down to defeat before the 
giant Gophers this afternoon. It was defeat 
without dishonor, however, though the score 
was 23 to 0 in favor of the Minnesota men.

League in Position to Fight.

If Ban Johnson, President ot the American 
league, brings the expansion policy of his 
associates to a successful issue without frie- 
tion with the National league he will deserve 
a place at the head of the baseball diplo- 
matic corps of the country. | 

To the layman it sounds easy to say the 
American league will add Baltimore, Wash- 
ington; and Philadelphia to fts circuit for 
next season. Few have any idea of the real 
labor it entails—the obstacles to be smoothed 
away. the conflicting interests to be har 


monized. and the many ends to be cleaned up. 


The American league magnate is confront- 
ed at the start with a difficulty not usually * 
found in the minor leagues. That is, an over 
abundance of desir@ble territory. Besides all 
the details of planting new baseball clubs in 


tion of what clubs to eliminate from his pres- 
ent «circuit. In addition to the task of ex 
panding into Nattonal league territory with- 
out incurring the hostility of the older and 
stronger body and bringing on an undesirable 
war. Johnson has to keep peace in his own 
harmonious family. 

Johnson and his associates are looking for 
equality rather than independence. The 
former can be obtained by diplomacy under 

an agreement amicably reached and mutual- 
ly beneficial to both leagues. The latter can 

be secured only by open warfare, which 

would undoubtedly do irreparable injury ta 
a sport that is already in need of a tonie. 

In some quarters efforts have been made to 

make President Johnson talk ficht. In others 

it has been hinted he is but the tool of the: 
major leaguers, who see in his progressive: 
league an easy way of heading off rivairy: 
that would be more pronounced and danger- 

ous to their interests. even if less substantial . 
and less likely to accomplish its purpose in 

the end. 

Makes Its Demands in Requests. 
Somewhere between these two extremes Ig 
the actual position of the American league, 
beyond a doubt. The lesser league, seeing its” 
opportunity to demand favors: from the 
majors with a good chance of having them 
granted, made its demands in the form of re- 
quests. The National league, percefving tt 
would bé.to its interest to grant these favors, 
and that it could be done with good grace, is 
inelined to grant them. That seems to be the 
situation in a nutshell. |

Brought Down by a Shot. 
The tree is too big to cut down, and for 


the time there is dilemma. “ Give me the

He puts the lighted lantern on top 
of his head and begins a slow walk about 
the tree, looking up carefully into every bit 
of shelter which the branches offer. At 
last he stops. I see him!” he exclaims.

Rock Island Iowa Extension. 


The Rock Island railroad company made

EVER DONE IN HALF DAY. 


Exchange Ends Boom Week with Se- 

ceurittes still Rising — Paeific Mati 
Advances Sharply, Due to Anticipa- 
tion of Congressional Ship Subsidy 
Action — Money Easy and Freely Of- 
fered — Railroad Stecks Present 
Profitable Investments.

New York, Nov. 10. [Special. Today's 
market, with sales of 88,000 shares. was by 
far the most active half-day session in the 
history of the New York Stock Exchange and 
furnished a fitting climax to a week of ex- 
traordinary activity and strength in stocks. 
Not content with the advances shown in the 
markets of yesterday and the previous days 
further phenomena! gains were made in cer- 
tain of the securities today. 

Pacific Mail was the leader in point of net 
advance.

The buying in Pacific Mail was general, 
heavy orders coming from the West. Chi- 
cago evidently was in on the advance, as 
there was considerable buying through Chi-

End of Boom Week. 

The week has ended with stocks booming, 
with business active, and with interest in the 
stock market general throughout the United 
States. Since the boom days of 1898 there 
has been no time when so widespread an in- 
terest has been taken in the security market 
and when orders have been received from so 
widely divergent points as during the days of 


this week succeeding the election. 


Activity has marked every hour of the 
trading on the exchange, and the upward 
movement in stocks has received practivally 
— check since it began on Wednesday morn- 
ng. 


_ Money Offered Freely. 

The money market has ceased to be a dis- 
turbing factor in the situation. Money is of- 
fered in plentiful volume now at low rates of 
interest. The stringency which sent prices 
for call money up to 20 per cent last week and 
to 25 per cent on Monday of this week has 
entirely disappeared, and there now seems to 
be all the money in sight that is needed for 
legitimate business purposes. 

Today's bank statement was not important 
in any of the changes shown. The decrease 
in reserves amounted to only $1,344,000. Cash 
holdings decreased $4,000.000, while deposits 
decreased $10,683,000, and the contraction in 
loans amounted to $6,673,000. As usual with 
the bank statement, when the market is 
active the figures did not truly reflect .condi- 
tion@ at the end of the week. 


Stocks as Investments. 


Permanent improvement in the stock mar- 
ket is likely to come from a renewal of inter- 
est on the part of investors in stocks and 
bonds. The list of securities traded in on the 
New York Stock Exchange contains many 
which are quite as safe as government bonds, 
and which offer a much larger return upon 
the investment. 

Railroad stocks are perhaps the favorite 
class of securities with investors. They are 
less liable to fluctuations in earnings than in- 
dustrials for the reason that freight and 
passenger rates can be kept at a more uni- 
form figure than can the prices of manu- 
factured articles. 

There has never been a time in the history 
of railroads in the United States when those 
corporations have been so conservatively 


managed and when the physical condition of 


the various properties have been up to the 


present standard. This is one of the causes 
which have led to the buying of railroad 
stocks by conservative investors who for- 


merly bought gilt-edged bonds. 


DANGERS IN GUERRILLA WAR. 


Gen. MacArthur Reports Conditions in 
the Philippines Since Natives 
Adopted New Methods. 


Washington, D. C., Nov. 10.— Gen- 
eral Arthur MacArthur, commanding the 
army in the Philippines and Military Gov- 
ernor of the islands since May 5, 1900, has 
submitted his report to the War department. 
He refers to the change in Aguinaldo’s plans 
in abandoning his army organization and 
starting a guerrilla warfare. 

The conditions of the country have af- 
forded advantages for such a policy, he 
says, as they have enabled the insurgents to 
appear and disappear at their convenience. 
At one time they are soldiers, and immediate- 
ly after are within the American lines in the 
attitude of peaceful natives. 

A widely scattered formation of Filipinos 
quickly followed the guerrilla warfare, which 
led to a corresponding dissemination of 
American troops, there being fifty-three mili- 
tary stations in the archipelago on Nov. 1. 
1899, and 413 stations on Sept. 1, 1900. . This 
resulted in a large number of minor affairs, 
many of which did not assume the dignity of 
a regular combat, though the casualties be- 
tween the dates stated were 268 Americans 
killed, 750 wounded, and fifty-five captured, 
the Filipino losses during the same time 
being 8,227 killed, 694 wounded, and 2,864 cap- 
tured. 

General MacArthur quotes captured corre- 
spondence to show the efforts of the insur- 
gent leaders to intimidate and control the 
people. He declares that the guerrilla bands 
could not exist except for the support they 
receive from the towns. 

General MacArthur, regarding the estab- 
lishment of a republican form of government 
in the islands, says: 

“In the light of existing conditions it is 
difficult to realize that there is any possibility 
of such a future for the islands, especially at 
present, and for many years to come the 
necessity of a large American military and 
naval force is too apparent to admit of dis- 
cussion. On the other hand. however, there 
are many encouraging conditions to sustain 
such a conviction.” — 

Colonel Greenleaf makes a report upon the 
health conditions. showing that in June, 1900, 
out of a total of 63.284 there were 5,563 sick, 
or 8.79 per cent. Regarding the mortality of 
the army, he says: 

“The number of deaths in the army has 
steadily increased, and a diminution of the 
death rate can scarcely be expected. The 
number of men shot from ambush by guer- 
rilla bands now exceeds those killed at any 
previous time, and as time progresses and the 
men become more and more debilitated by 
the tropical service the more marked will be- 
come the ratio of deaths.“ 


SIMPLY HARD TO SCRATCH IT. 


Traveler Held Up Complained of His 
Nose and Was Obliged by His 
Captor.

Whatever differences of opinion may exist 
In regard to other subjects, those who have 
been held up by highwaymen are unanimous 
in the s.atement that no matter how few the 
holders-up or how many they held up, each 
and every man said that the robber’s weapon 
was pointed directly and solely at him. 

Years ago in California a traveler was ona 
stage coach that a pair of bandits went 
through. The fourteen passengers were ull 
made to get out and stand In a row, with 
their hands high over thelr heads. One 
burly ruffian stood guard over them with a 
double-barreled shotgun, while the other 
engaged in the pleasing task of relieving them 

of their valuables and spare cash. This par- 
ticular traveler was nearest the man with the 
shotgun.

„Hands up there!“ came the stern order, and 
his hand went automatically back Into place.

As 
the next meeting of the General Assempiy 
the Governor, by and with the consent of tie 
Senate, shall appoint three citizens of ths 
State as commissioners, one for a term 
two years, one for four years, ahd one for 
six years, and thereafter every two yeate 
the Governor in a like manner shall app 
one commissioner for a term of six years, 


Qualifications of Commissioners. 

Any one in any way connected with ag 
electric light company, either as an employ@ 
or as a stockholder, is ineligible to serve o@ 
the commission. The Governor has tie 
power to remove at his discretion any mete 
ber of the commission. 

The commissioners shall furnish a ‘pond in 
the sum of $10,000 for the faithful performs 
ance of their duty, and each shall receive® 
salary of $5,000 a year. A secretary of ti 
commission shall be appointed at a salary Ge 
$4,000 a year. The office of the commission: 
shall be in Springfield.

Methods Arouse Criticism et Recent 
State Convention Important Meet- 
ings Coming in November—Pro- 
fesssor W. N. Forest Sails tor Cal- 
cutta to Establish a Bible Chair—Dr. 
T. B. Neely Plans Innovations in 
Sunday School Work. ; 


Baptists of the South are in a mild com- 
motion over the methods pursued by the 
Home Mission board of the Southern Bap- 
tist convention. The existence of the board 
itself is threatened, and at a recent impor- 
tant Baptist State convention the secre- 
tary, the Rev. Dr. F. H. Kerfoot, spent more 
time in argument why the board should not 
be abolished than he did in explaining what 
it had done with the contributions it re- 
ceived last year. 

The headquarters of the board are in At- 
lanta. A method coming in for such criti- 
cism is its habit of putting on its list of 
missionaries the names of men and women 
who are working for the various State con- 
ventions, and only in small degree supported 
by the parent board. This swells the num- 
ber of missionaries, but the statements in- 
volved are declared to be not strictly true. 
It tes the appointment of workers 
to the various State conventions, and it is 


now claimed that these State conventions | 
are quite competent to take care of all the 
home work, doing away with the board. ‘ 


Important November Meetings. 

The important meetings of November in- 
clude two church congresses, the Baptist at 
Richmond, Va., on the 20th, and the Epis- 
copal at Providence, R. I., beginning next 
Tuesday. A good deal of interest is taken in 
them, as they help to make religious opinion. 
The National City Evangelization union 
meets in Allegheny on Nov. 21. It aims to 
improve the condition of cities, especially of 
those having submerged tenths. At Syra- 
cuse next week there is to be a meeting of 
persons interested in forming a national fed- 
eration of churches—scmething that aims to 
bring about greater comity of effort, and in- 
cidentally to spread knowledge about insti- 
tutional methods. During the third week of 
the month comes the conference of religion 
in New York, similar to the conference on the 
same subject during the Columbian Expo- 


sition. 
Bible Chair in Calcutta. 

Professor W. N. Forest, who has been for 
the last two years engaged in Bible teach- 
ing at Ann Arbor, and hgs been taking, also, 
special training in Bible work at the Univer- 
sity of Chicago, has just sailed for India, 
where he is to establish in the University of 
Calcutta a Bible chair, similar to such chairs 
in the Universities of California and Vir- 
ginia. He goes representing the Woman’s 
Christian Mission board, which inaugurated 
this college Bible work. This board is the 
organization of the Disciples of Christ. 

Professor Forest is a native of Baltimore, 
but was educated in what is now the Uni- 
versity of Indianapolis. His work in Cal- 
cutta will not officially be a part of the uni- 
versity there, but will be recognized by it 

and supported by disciples here. There are 
said to be 10,000 students in the Calcutta in- 
stitution, and Bible lectures are to be given 
them. It is a method of foreign mission 
work, because these students represent 
every part of India, and for the most part 
are non-Christian. 

The Bible courses consider the book both 
in its literary and historic form, and at the 
same time give prominence to its ethical and 
religious influence. Bible chairs are features 
of the American universities mentioned, and 
the disciple women are seeking to increase 
them in number, some progress having been 
made in the Universities of Georgia and 
Minnesota, as well as at Ann Arbor. 

Baptists to Celebrate. 

All Baptists of the country are just now 
trying to find out how best to celebrate the 
4dncoming of the new century. The Baptist 
anniversaries, held in Detroit last May, voted 
to act themselves and to invite all other 
Baptist bodies in America to act with them. 
The form of the celebration was left to a 
committee, which has now been made up, 
and which includes President Strong of 
Rochester Seminary, President Wood of 
Newton Seminary, President Faunce of 
Brown University, General Secretary Chi- 
vers of the Young People’s union, and the 
Rev. Dr. G. B. Horrof Boston. It is required 
to publish its recommendations by December. 


An invitation has been sent to women's 


societies to cotperate, and the desire is to 
formulate some plan by which a celebration 
can be made to arouse Baptists to larger 
denominational efforts, and to impress all 
the rest of the world with the importance of 
what Baptists are doing. In order to ex- 
change views and present a report a meet- 
ing has been called for Nov. 20, to be held in 
New York, and word has been sent to many 
leading Baptists in all parts of the country 
to write their views if they cannot attend. 
The Rev. Dr. T. B. Neely, the new head of 
Methodist Sunday school work, is ing 
some radical innovations. To the Sunday 
School Journal there has been added a Bible 
students’ department, the aim being to make 
it a magazine for students whether they are 
in school or not. When bound at the end of 
the year it is intended to be a comprehensive 
commentary. A Home Departmert Quar- 
terly has also been decided upon by the Meth- 
odist Book Concern, and with it home de- 
partment Sunday school work is hereafter to 
be pushed vigorously. The Rev. Dr. Neely 
has also devised some additional lessons, 


which will take only,about five minutes of, 


the time of school sessions, and, being easily 
memorized, will make Methodists of the fu- 
ture far better informed than Methodists of 
the present and past on general Bible data. 


Methodist Membership Increasing. 

For the last two years there has been a 
general cry that Methodists are falling be- 
hind in membership. Elaborate tables have 
been prepared to show that in cifles espe- 
clally Methodism is found wanting. The 
answer of Methodists has been that noth- 
ing more had happened than that rolls ot 
churches had been pruned in accordance. 
with regulations made by the General Con- 
ference of 1806. Fall conferences, which 
are chiefiy in the Middle West, are now 
coming to a close, and reports from them 
show a marked increase in Methodist mem- 
bership. It is estimated that this increase 
will reach 75,000 and may go as high as 100,- 
000, which number is at least 50 per cent 
above the average. 

Steps have been taken recently to organize 
a missionary information bureau. Its aim 
will be to collect statistics from all flelds and 
distribute the same to periodicals in this 
country without cost, to make geographical 
and statistical maps for the use of lecturers, 
and at all times to furnish without charge in- 
formation to everybody about mission work 
and fields. The idea grows out of the Ecu- 
menical Conference, the report of which, by 
the way,.is to be ready for distribution to 


' subseribers on Dec. 15, and is in the nature 


of a trust to the extent that it will save money 
and obviate the necessity of duplication of 
work.

NEVER 


Care Taken to Preserve Inte 
BET. 


ACING may be said to — 

the modern counterpart of the 
tournaments of old, when reign- 
ing Princes, great nobles and 
knights encountered one another 
in friendly contests, governed by 
the same unwritten laws of 
chivalry, honor, and fair play 
should constitute thefundamenta! basis 
of the ethics of the turf at the close of the 

th cenury. 

The racecourse of today has much in com- 
mon with the so-called lists ot the tour- 
neys of the middle ages. While, therefore, 
it is impossible to indorse the sweeping de- 
nunciation of American jockeys that has 
been issued by the Earls of Lonsdale and 
of Durham, nor yet the slurs of certain Eng- 
lish sporting newspapers, anent the intro- 
duction of certain practices unjustly de- 
scribed as American, yet one cannot do 
otherwise than approve of the efforts which 
are being made in the United Kingdom at 
the present moment to disassociate sport 
from mere gambling and speculation, to 
eliminate the questionable methods 
sharp practices of the bourse, and to main- 
tain unimpaired those principles of honor 
and of fair play without which a racing 
stable may be placed on the same level as a 


gambling-room. 


Regarded as a Business. 


There is a tendency nowadays to regard 
racing more of a business transaction than 
either a pastime or a sport, and it is due 

to this that methods which are all well in 
55 ness, but which are contrary to the 
of fair play and to the laws of sport, 
have made their appearance upon the turf. 
From the moment that the money question 
is allowed to predominate this is bound to 
occur, and when the question of “ raking iu 
big piles ’’ rises superior to all other consid- 
erations it is not astonishing that unscrupu- 
lous devices and crooked tricks should be in- 
voked in order to achieve the end in view. 

It is almost impossible nowadays to bring 
home to any stable or even to any individual 
owner or employé thereof of un- 
fair dealings, no matter how loud and posi- 
tive the voice of popular accusation, or how 
great the moral certainty of guilt. There 
are so many ways by which, for instance, a 
jockey can lose a race besides deliberately 
“ pulling.“ Thus there are some jockeys 
who make a specialty of pushing their 
mounts for all they are worth in the first 
part of the race, so that they are utterly 
exhausted before the finish, coming in among 
the trailers. Other jockeys arrange to get 

„ pocketed,” only emerging from the 
„bunch when it is too late to catch up with 
the leaders. 


Belgian Jockeys’ Syndicate. 

These are only a few of the underhand 
practices that it is almost impossible to 
bring home to a jockey. At Brussels a few 
winters ago the Jockey club made the dis- 
covery that the running of every race was 
arranged in advance by the six or eight 
principal jockeys of the Belgian turf, who 
formed a species of syndicate, and were wont 


to meet on the evening before each race day 


at an English tavern in the neighborhood of 
the Northern railroad terminus for the pur- 
pose of deciding who would win. As they 
were the leading jockeys, and as such had 
the best mounts, the matter was not difficult 
for them to arrange. A similar conspiracy 
had been unearthed a short time previously 
in Austria, the discovery in each case being 
due to the fact that one of the jockeys had 
betrayed his confederates.” 

As a general rule, however, jockeys do not 
work in unison with one another, and when 
one of them intentionally prevents his mount 
from winning it is usually because he has 
been flred by some representative of a 
syndicate of bookmakers or that he has some 
heavy bets of his own on the race. 

From the moment that a jockey is permit- 
ted to bet on a race in which he rides his 
riding necessarily becomes open to suspicion, 
and as far as I can discover the principal 
fault found in England with American jock- 
eys is that they bet heavily and openly on 
the races in which they ride, the result being 
that tricks common among nearly all jock- 
eys, European as well as American, and 
which under ordinary circumstances would 


de merely ascribed to misadventure, bad 


judgment, or else to a bonafide sporting de- 
termination to win at all costs, assume the 
aspect of dishonest and unscrupulous prac- 
tices. Jockeys should be forbidden to bet, 
directly or indirectly, under the penalty of

Race, but Never Bet. 


Thus, for instance, the late Ear! of Ports- 
mouth, owner of one of the most successful 
and celebrated racing stables in Burope, 
made it a practice never to bet himself nor 
to permit any one in his employ to do so, 
punishing with instant dismissal any diso- 
bedience to bis wishes in the matter. The 
present Duke of Portland, who has won the 
Derby twice as well as both the Oaks and 
St. Leger, is equally strict on the subject of 
betting, and is so determined to eliminate 
the monetary question from racing that he 
devotes all the stakes won by his horses to 
building almshouses on his estates for the 
henefit of aged dependents and of widows of 
tenants and of other people on the estates. 
On the center gable of each building runs 
the inscription: “ These houses were erect- 
ed by the sixth Duke of Portland at the re- 
quest of his dear wife for the benefit of the 
poor and to commemorate the success of his 
racehorses.“ Then follow their names and 
the races. which they won. The extent of 
the buildings, as well as their character, may 


repeatedly headed the annual list of the 
winners of the principal stakes of the year. 

There are few great nobles more passion- 
ately devoted to sport than was the late 
Duke of Westminster, who spent colossal 
sums in breeding and training racehorses-+ 
A thrifty man in other respects, he felt it to 
be his duty as a territorial magnate and as 
a peer of vast wealth to develop in every 
way possible those tastes for legitimate sport 
which are among the finest features of the 
Anglo-Saxon character and to a great ex- 
tent a key to the success of the English- 
speaking people all the world over. Yet he 
never made a bet in his life, nor would al- 
low any of the. people employed in connec- 
tion with his immense racing establishment 
to do so. He was in the habit, however, of 
dividing the stakes won by his horses be- 
tween his trainer and his jockey, and the 
men who rode for him died in several cases 
possessed of fortunes acquired in a perfectly 
fair and legitimate manner by their riding, 
but not through any bets. 

It is the same with Lord Rosebery, who 18 
far prouder of having won the Derby twice 
than of attaining the Premiership or of mar- 
rying the greatest heiress in the United 
Kingdom. I could mention a score more. 
peers of the same way of thinking, includ- 
ing that grand old sportsman, the Duke of 
Richmond, who owns the Goodwood race 
course. They are on the turf for sport alone, 
and not for any sordid purpose of pecuniary 

gain, and, while none of them approves of 
the ‘Anti-Gambling league, which they ré- 
gard as an unwarrantable attempt on the 
part of the authorities and of cranks to in- 
terfere with the private affairs of citizens, 
they do not hesitate to denounce betting, 
and especially plunging, as one of the most 
baneful and demoralizing curses of the turf. 


Large Fortunes of Jockeys. 


It is a great mistake to imagine that a 
jockey cannot grow rich by contenting him- 
self with the money which he receives in the 
form of fees, regular pay, and presents from 
his employers. He soon becomes known and 
esteemed as absolutely straight. Not only 
owners, but likewise the public, learn to ap- 
preciate his sense of honor, and so complete 
was public confidnce in Fred Archer that peo- 
ple would frequently make their bets on him 
rather than on his mount, convinced that no 
matter what happened they could rely on his 
doing his honest utmost to win. So excellent 
was his reputation that Lord Rosebery and 
other great peers were frequent guests at his 
pretty house at Newmarket. The Prince of 
Wales often drove over to sit by his bedside 
during his last fliness and attended his 
funeral in person. Lord Rosebery was the 
executor of Fred Archer’s will and the guar- 
dian of his child, and it is seldom that his 
former employers, the heir apparent first 
and foremost, quit Newmarket without going 
to lay some floral tributes on the comb which 
they have erected to the straightest jockey 
who ever rode a race to the finish. His 
daughter is an heiress, the fortune which he 
bequeathed her having attained the figure of 
considerably over $1,000,000, thanks to care- 
ful administration by her guardian, Lord

est question of the evil-minded, the Prince 
as the acknowledged arbiter of all questions 
honor in the United Kingdom, and as the 
recognized First Gentleman of Eurcpe,” 
cannot afford to employ a jockey whose rid- 
ing has ever beer called into question. 

Some years ago I recall seeing returns ofa 
most elaborate character estimating the 
money annually spent on sport in England. 
Racing figured in this list for $60,000,000, 
and the compiler admitted that this was 
exclusive of many material and important 
items. He calculated that some 10,000 
young men were employed in the racing 
stables of Great Britain, aside from those at- 
tached to the breeding establishments.

The 
percentage of cases in which detec- 
tion and punishment follow the in- 
traction of the law is on the in- 
crease, and, according to the sta- 
tistics of the Police department, the records 
of the State’s Attorney's office, and the files 
of the police courts, but few malefactors es- 
cape the stern avenging that the law de- 
crees shall be visited upon him who outrages 
the life, property, or happiness of his fellow. 

The night prowler, the man who steals 
through the warranted burglar-proof win- 
dow, the man who, holding a large sized gun, 
springs suddenly from the concealing shad- 
ows of the alleyway, and the man of flerce 
aspect who at 2 a. m. accosts the belated 
wayfarer with a demand for the time of 
night, finds his vocation increasingly dan- 
gerous, for the police records show that in 
the large per cent of cases the guilty are 
arrested, the police court returns show that 
they are bound over to the Criminal Court, 
and the dockets of the latter show that con- 
yiction is obtained m case at᷑ter case. 

„Arrest is almost certain,“ says Chief of 

the Chicago Police Kipley; our department 
records show it.” 

“ But few malefactors escape,“ says Police 
Magistrate James Martin of the Harrison 
Street Police Court. 

“ Conviction in the larger number of cases 
is almost a foregone conclusion nowadays,” 
gays Assistant State’s Attorney Willard M. 
McEwen. The detection and punishment 
of crime has arrived at such a state that, 
the-criminal no longer can outrage the law 
and laugh at the administration of justice. 
Whether it is banker. business-man, or com- 
mon thief, vengeance seems to pursue him 
unerringly, and finally he pays the penalty 

to his fellow-man in accordance with the 
Biblical doctrine, ‘An eye for an eye anda 
tooth for a tooth.“ 


CRIME DECREASING. 

he statistics of the Police department 
that prove this state of affairs are not unin- 
teresting. They show that as a result of 
the increase in the detection of crime as 
compared with the number of crimes com- 
mitted the malefactions have steadily 
dropped in the City of Chicago during the 


last four years, although the population has 
largely increased. 


As an example of what is nowadays ac- 
-complished in the way of the detection and 
punishment of crime is cited the number of 
murders reported during the year 1899 and 
the proportion of arrests made and punish- 
ments inflicted. Murder cases are the hard- 
est class of cases to handle, both in the de- 
tection and conviction of the offender.

He was born in Syracuse, N. I., and was graduated from its high schoo!

The women's clubs of Chicago and of the 
State of Illinots are quietly laing plans for 
their work at Springfield this winter, when 


several measures through the Legislature. 
The result of the election Rag been encour+ 
aging to them and other things have trans- 
pired to make them extremely hopeful of 
securing some desired legislation. 

The pension fund bill in the interest of the 
teachers is one of the measures to be sup- 
ported. The success of the teachers in car- 
rying on their fight and the sympathy they 
have aroused give a hopeful dspect to the 
plans of the women, who say the election of 
new members on the Board of Bqualisation, 
as a result of the teachers’ exposures, will 
give the impression that wamen have 
strength and influence in political affairs. 

Mrs. George Watkins, who is especially 
interested in this bill, says that from reports 
received it seems to have met favor with 
many of the representatives, 

Mrs. Lucy M. Flower has charge of legis- 
lative affairs for the women’s clubs.

INE of the most considerable of 
modern popular treatises on de- 
monology has lately been writ- 
ten by Dr. Paul Carus, editor of 
the Monist under the title of 
The History of the Devil.”’

Satan produces the unrest in society which, 
in spite of many inconveniences, makes the 
world move onward and forward. He ts the 
patron of progress, investigation, and inven-

Gonelle, a jester at the court of the Duke 
of Ferrara in France, in the fifteenth cen- 
tury, made the assertion that more people 
pretended to healing than to all the other 
arts in the world. To prove it, he simply 
walked down the street in his nightcap, with 
his jaw tied up, and more than 200 persons 
stopped him to tell him of sure cures for the 
toothache. Today this observation of a 
nobleman’s jester may be believed to hold 
as good as it did then. | 

One of the strongest arguments for the 
common descent of all men has been found 
in the practice of medicines among savage 
people. Kinship has been established in 
these practices between every nation under 
the sun. In Europe, after the steam engine 
had been perfected, the pharmacopeia of 
the medical profession was 200 years behind 
that innovation. 

In 1678 the pharmacopela of the College 
of Physicians of London recognized the 
skull of a person dying a violent death as 
being of great medicinal value. The horn. 
of the unicorn, too, was a specific against 
many ills. In 1724 the virtues of human fat, 
of skulls, of unicorns’ horns, and of toads, 
vipers, and lizards were recognized by the 
same institution. In 1742 the pharmacopeia 
was considerably revised, but it retained 
centipedes, lizards, and vipers upon the list. 


Oriental Remedies, 

Hundreds of years before in China and in 
Japan the same objects were revered by the 
medical practitioners. They came from him 
to the newer world beyond doubt. Japan 
until recently believed in the virtues of the 
carbonized remains of common animals. 
Chickens, cats, birds, dogs, and many other 
creatures were kept in the back yards of the 
doctor and the patient made his selection 
of the animal which should perform the 
cure. The creature would be killed with 
some ceremony and burnt to ashes before 
the eyes of the sick one. As soon as possible 
afterward the curative remains would be 
applied. From live animals today the doc- 
tor has taken to dried creatures, skins, 
horns, teeth, and claws, taken from almost 
every imaginable creature. The farther 
these things have traveled the more value 
they are supposed to possess. 

India has a like superstition, and General 
Robert Warden tells of having killed a fine 
tiger and removed its skin. When the na- 
tives saw this trophy they begged to be 
told where the body of the animal was 
buried, explaining that from its bones a de- 
coction could be made that would cause 
those who drank it to become immensely 


strong and courageous. 


3 Bones to Give Strength. _ 

England had the same fetich in 1685, when 
Dr. Toope of Oxford became interested in 
the uncovering of a grave of the ancient 
Britons on Hakpen Hill in Wiltshire. The 
bodies of these men had been laid in the 
ground feet to feet in acircle. The doctor, 
writing of the excavations, says: 

“The bones were large and nearly rot- 
ten, but the teeth were extream and won- 
derfully white. I dug up many bushels, 
with which I made a noble medicine.“ At 
one time human skulls were exported from 
Ireland to Germany, to be used in medicine, 
and the mummified remains of the ancient 
Egyptians were much sought after. 

At the present day it is sald that more 
rattlesnake oll is bottled in Pennsylvania 
than ever before in the history of the State. 
In New England cobweb pills are supposed 
to cure the ague, and in the South a certain 
knuckle bone in a pig's foot is a sure cure 
for rheumatism, if it be carried in the pocket 
or worn suspended from a string around the 


neck. 
Tracing the spider-web pill, it originated 
in China, where all species of insects had 
certain positive or negative values in medi- 
cine. In Pekin it is customary to give two 
to three scorpions or spiders to a patient Ill 
of fever. In Ireland the peasantry swallow 
small spiders alive to effect cures. From 
these the cobweb pill of the New England 
peasant was easy. In Flanders the live 
spider is fastened into the empty shell of a 
walnut and worn around the neck of the pa- 
tient. As the creature dies the fever is sup- 
posed to decrease, until it is gone entirely. 


Epidemic of Spider Insanity. 

This attention to the spider as an agent 
is thought to have come from the 1 
of spider insanity that ran through Italy in 
the end of the fourteenth century. The bite 
of the Lycoas tarantula is supposed to have 
produced the epidemic, though it has long 
been certain that the creature is perfectly 
harmless. The alleged victim, however, be- 
came oppressed, morbid, grew livid, and at 
the sound of music would begin a haif- 
maniacal dance, keeping it up to exhaustion. 
For three centuries the ailment existed, 
spreading throughout Italy. Then it waned 
and died, leaving only the tarantelle 
dance as a remembrance. 

In the United States the Southern negro 
has done a great deal to harbor the voodoo 
practices of the old world. In the “ back- 
woods of all the States, however, semi- 
witchcraft and the virtues of unheard-of 
animals, insects, and refuse matter are ex- 
tolled, according to the enlightenment of the 
section. 

In thousands of communities there is a 
firm belief that a buckeye, or horse chestnut, 
carried in the pocket will keep away rheuma- 
tism, or cure it if the wearer already has it. 

It is believed that for warts the notching 
of an elder twig—one notch for each wart— 
and its burial in a secret place will cause 
warts to disappear. 

In Pennsylvania the oll of rattlesnakes is 
preserved most carefully as a liniment, es- 
pecially good for sore joints and for rheu- 
matism. In procuring the oll the dead 
snake is nailed head and tail to a board 
and cut open. The fat is taken out and laid 
upon a cloth in the hot sun, from which the 
filtered of] drips into a jar. For fear that 
the reptile may have bitten itself, the clear 
oil is tested by dropping a portion of it into 
milk. If it floats in one globule it is regard- 
ed as unaffected. If, on the other hand, it 
breaks into beads and curdles the milk it is 
determined as poisonous and thrown away. 
Skunk oil in like manner holds a great place 
among country cure-alis. 

Through all these more or less supersti- 
tious agencies. has come the present phar- 
macopœia of the physician. With it have 
come the water cure, the grass cure, the 
faith cure, the mind cure,, the hypnotic 
cure, and scores of similar schools” of 
practice. These “schools” are multiply-

-AN ACCEPTABLE CHRISTMAS GIFT. 
The abolition by the present Congress 
at the approaching session of some of the 
war taxes voted by its predecessor will 
be the most popular thing it can do. Not 
all of those taxes are needed now. Be- 
cause of the heavy expenditures in China 
and the Philippines the surplus for the 
present fiscal year is not likely to equal 
that for the last fiscal year, which was 
$80,000,000. Nevertheless, it will be safe- 
to repeal taxes producing about $30,000,- 
000. Should it appear that the cut is a 
little too deep no harm will be done, for 
there is in the. Treasury a surplus of $139,- 
000,000. It will be much better to use some 
of that money in making good small tem- 
temporary deficiencies of revenue than to 
allow it to remain in the Treasury as an 
incentive to extravagant legislation. 

The great advantage of most of the stamp 
and other war taxes is that they can be 
imposed and removed with little interfer- 
ence with business. Whenever an attempt 
is made to add to or take from the rev- 
enue from custom duties there is inevitable 
interference with trade. If duties are to 
be raised there is an inrush of imports 
in- anticipation of the advance. If they 
are to be lowered the importers hold back 
until the change has been made. Should 
the legislation enacted at the short session 
reduce too much the government’s receipts, 
it will be easy for the next meet- 
ing a year hence, to reimpose some of the 
taxes that have been taken off. Oonsider- 
ing the prosperous condition of the country, 


there is no reason why Congress should be 


timid about abolishing taxes. 

The taxes which should be repealed this 
winter are the ones which are vexatious to 
the greatest number of people. During the 
last fiscal year the customs receipts were 
$233,000,000; those from spirits and fer- 
mented liquors, $184,000,000, from tobacco, 
$59,000,000; and from the stamp duties,

press receipts and railroad bills of lading, 


leases, mortgages, and life and fire insur-

No one will 
vote against a bill to reduce taxation. It

Chicago real estate owners and dealers 
are greatly encouraged by the result of the 
election. Not only will they share the gen- 
eral prosperity which is expected to follow 
the indorsement of the policy of the present 
national administration but they find espe- 
cial cause for congratulation in the reélec- 
tion of the men who have in charge the 
making and the review of assessments. 
They have had experience with the present 
President of the Board of Review, and 
they know that so long as he remains in 
office they may expect fair and honest treat- 
ment. If the election had resulted other- 
wise in this regard the feeling would have 
been quite different. 

As a result of the Presidential election 
money which has been locked up has been 
released and is looking for a chance for 
profitable investment.

Real estate is one of the last forms of 
property to suffer from the effects of hard 
times. It is also the last to respond to the 
influences of prosperity.

During the last seven years of depression 
in the Chicago real estate market it has 
been often declared that the city was over- 
built” during the World's Fair year. A 
ride around town today, however, showe 
that that statement can no longer be fairly 
made. If there ever was a time when 
there were more buildings than were needed 
to supply the demand, that time has passed. 
The increased population has filled up the 
vacant places and soon there will be a cry 
for more room. 

No one predicts or expects that there will 
be a boom in real estate. To talk of a boom 
in a city of nearly eighteen hundred thou- 
sand people is ridiculous. But the real 
estate men seem to be justified in predict- 
ing and in preparing for a steady and some- 
what rapid increase in the demand for de- 
sirable property, both for investment and 
for residence purposes, The new demand 
will doubtless result in increasing the prices 
asked for real estate. It will make the 
market lively and will give to the enterpris- 
ing and patient real estate men of the city 
their slice of prosperity pie.

LORD SALISBURY’S SPEECH. 

The British Premier's open avowal of his 
sympathy with the principles of the Re- 
publican party in the United States was 
the most noteworthy feature of his speech 
at the Lord Mayor’s banquet in London on 
Friday night. It is unusual for a govern- 
ment official, and especially for a Secretary 
of Foreign Affairs, to make public com- 
ments on the internal politics of another 
country. Gratifying as Lord Salisbury’s 
friendly attitude is, his unexpected utter- 
ance must have been a trifle embarrassing 
for Ambassador Choate. The latter de- 
serves praise for his tactful reply, in which 
he ventured to “congratulate the noble 
Lord upon the fact that his remarks had 
been made after instead of before election.” 

If the Premier's statement of sympathy 
with the issues represented by President 
McKinley had been made before the election 
there would undoubtedly have been a hue 
and cry among the Bryanites to the effect 
that here was confirmation of their asser- 
tion that there was a “ secret treaty,” or an 
“ Anglo-American alliance,” or something 
of the sort. But, coming as it does after the 
battle is over, Lord Salisbury’s utterance 
will probably cause little comment and will 
be generally accepted for what it is—a 
friendly expression of honest pleasure in 
seeing sound statesmanship triumph. 

When Lord Salisbury declares that “ the 
cause which has won in the United Statesis 
the cause of civilization and commercial 
honor” he speaks the truth. President. 
McKinley’s reélection does stand. for com- 
mercial honor, and the British people have 
reason to feel gratification over the triumph 
of sound financial principles in this country. 
Many of them have money invested in 
American enterprises and securities, and 
it is natural that they should be glad to 
see that the credit of the nation is to con- 
tinue to rest on an honest money basis. Eng- 
lish investors in America had as much cause 
to fear Bryan’s repudiation policy as Amer- 
ican investors in Europe would have if a 
similar inflation heresy were being agitated 
there. Lord Salisbury has solid as well as 
sentimental reasons for his “ supreme satis- 
faction” over the result of the election. 

The cause of civilization won in the United 
States because it is settled now that the 
Philippines are not to be abandoned to 
anarchy and the Malays or tossed into the 
pit te be fought over by European nations. 
The islands are to enjoy a peaceful develop- 
ment under American rule. Industry and 
commerce are to flourish there, and the in- 
habitants to be educated in the arts of self- 
government and respect for la x. 


Is WOMAN RETROGRADING! 

After the decision of Judge Purnell in 
Virginia that “a married woman, either 
living with or apart from her husband, can 
be considered the head of the house,” and 
the consequent rejoicings of the new wom- 
an, one reads with consternation in the 
eurrent North American Review the state- 
ment of a woman writer that the American 
woman has retrogressed from the ideals 
and life of her sex at the time when De 
Tocqueville wrote about us sixty-five years 
ago. If woman, as this writer would have 
us believe, has entered upon the stage of 
decadence, will it be safe to establish her 
as the head of the house? ; 7 

Is woman really retrograding? Sixty- 
five years ago, when De Tocqueville wrote 
so eloquently upon American wifely ex- 
cellence,” and held it up to the admiring 
view of the world as the medium by which 
society was preserved and politics purified, 
domestic life was a much simpler thing than 
It is now. Female life was far from strenu- 
ous. Woman had little individualism as 


compared with what she has now, and no 


independence to speak of. The stately 
dames of half a century ago would have 
shuddered if they, had been told that any 
of their sisters would be found at the ballot 
box in the closing years of the century. 
Woman’s clubs and federations of clubs 
were things unknown. For many years 
Miss Anthony had to endure the opprobrium 
of her sex for daring to appear on the roe 
trum and demand ‘a larger share of the 
rights enjoyed by men. The woman of 
sixty-five years ago discussed nothing but 
household affairs. She never took the 
initiative outside her own home. 

The life of woman has become more stren- 
uous. The demands of civilization have 
grown so complex and the social environ- 
ment has changed so radically that woman 
has been forced out of her old sphere. 
There are some flaccid women upon whom 
the imperative activities of modern life have 
no impression, but there are not many of 
them. The great majority of women are 
reaching out for a higher form of social 
perfection and for a more enlarged indi- 
vidualism as well as independence—a con- 
dition which has been brought about not 
alone by social changes but by industrial 
competition in the struggle for existence. 
Does this imply that woman is retrograd- 
ing, or that, as this writer suggests, “ the 
American woman of today appears td be 
the fatal symptom of a mortally sick na- 
tion”? Instead of that, does it not mean 
that woman has advanced and that her 
ambitions now extend beyond the trousseau, 
the cook book, and the sewing circle? 

The writer of the article in question lays 
much stress upon divorce statistics as in- 
dicating the wide departure from . De 
Tocqueville’s idea of “ wifely excellence.” 
Undoubtedly divorces have increased, but 
the number of women who seek divorce is 
larger than that of men, which might indi- 
cate that men are doing some of the retro- 
grading. There will always be dissatisfied 
and uncongenial partners in marriage, but 
how many divorces are asked for because 
of woman’s increased individualism or in- 
dependence?

BISHOP POTTER ON THE LABOR PROBLEM 

The testimony of Bishop Potter of New 
York before the Industrial commission in 
session at Washington deserves the careful 
consideration of both employers and em- 
ployés. As a member ot the * board of 
mediation and conciliation” in New York 
Bishop Potter has had considerable experi- 
ence in the discussion and settlement of 
labor controversies. He has also acted as 
arbitrator in several strikes, and speaks, 
therefore, as a man who has made a wide 
and careful study of the subject. 

The first and most important point made 
by the Bishop is that one of the greatest 
forces which tend to keep employers and 
employés apart and to make their relations 
strained is ignorance of each other. In his 
opinion this is especially true of the employ- 
ing class. They know, as a rule, absolutely 
nothing of the lives of the great masses of 
working people. Therefore they are the 
more likely to misjudge them and to put a 
wrong interpretation on their actions. Asa 
remedy for this condition he suggests the 
friendly meeting on a common basis of rep- 
resentatives of both classes. Such meetings 
will result in a greater degree of mutual un- 
derstanding and, he believes, in mutual re- 
spect and forbearance. He does not ap- 
prove of public and formal meetings, be- 
cause in such cases the workingmen, being 
less used to speaking on their feet and in a 
formal way, are not likely to appear to the 
best advantage or to present their case in 
the best way. His experience has been that 
smaller and more purely social meetings at 
which the exchange of opinion is more in- 
formal are the most effective. 

In advancing the view that mutual ig- 
norance and distrust are at the bottom of 
many so-called labor troubles, Bishop Pot- 
ter is certainly in the right. A better ac- 
quaintance between employers and employés 
would certainly tend to create a better un- 
derstanding and a mutual respect for the 
honesty and good intentions of.both sides to 
a controversy. Such an acquaintance would 
not put an end to strikes, but it would pre- 
vent innumerable disputes over what are 
oftentime petty and unimportant matters, 
needing only to be understood to be accepted 
by both sides as reasonable and necessary. 
When two men who distrust each other meet 
to discuss any question the decision is not 
likely to be reached on a fair and honest 
basis. The doctrine preached by Bishop 
Potter is one which should find many con- 
verts. Its general acceptance would go far 
towards simplifying the labor problem. It 
would eliminate from the calculation the 
present elements of distrust based on ig- 
norance which now greatly complicate it. 


THE CHICAGO FLOWER snow. 

In spite of bad weather an average of 
2,000 people for each of the last five days 
of last week attended the flower exhibi- 
tion which occupied the corridors, first gal- 
lery, first tier of boxes, main floor, and 
stage of the Auditorium. 

This was the tenth annual exhibition of 
this sort in Chicago, and it not only present- 
ed additional varieties as compared with 
those appearing on previous years but in 
general it marked the steady progress of 
that spirit of adventure in horticulture and 
that enhancement of skill which this series 
of displays has had so much to do in pro- 
moting. 

While Chicago cannot compete in such 
‘shows with Boston, where they were begun 
during the last century, and where there is 
an endowed Horticultural society and a 
special Horticultural Hall, public interest 
distinctly approves the efforts of amateurs 
and professionals in promoting these local 
events, and their influence is undoubtedly 
to be discerned not only in the gardens and 
greenhouses of the rich but at least to some 
extent and secondarily in the yards and 
windows of many common people. 

The desire has often been expressed that 
such exhibitions might be held, on a smaller 
scale, in some of the poorer neighborhoods, 
as is done in foreign cities, for example in 
the People’s Palace in Bast London, where 
considerable competition from the residents 
of the neighborhood is stimulated. The 
-love of flowers is not so well developed 
among Americans as among the English 
people, where one will often see at the public 
market the wife of the wage-earner adding 
a “pennyworth” of flowers to her basket 
of family supplies. This national difference 
is also indicated by the lack in our cities of 
the window flower boxes found in the busi- 
ness districts and the gay front yards which 
grace the humbler quarters of British cities. 

Every flower exhibition is calculated to 
stimulate such embellishments of city life, 
and it is certainly to be desired that there 
should be flower shows of a neighborhood 
character in the closely inhabited districts 
of our cities, and that those districts should 
be enlivened with far more of the color and 
cheer of horticulture than they now possess. | 


A NEW WAY TO MAKE BREAD. 

An interesting improvement in the art 
of making bread is described in the Novem- 
ber Forum by Mr. H. W. Wiley, Chief of 
the Division of Chemistry in the United 
States Department of Agriculture. The 
process in question is regarded by Mr. Wiley 
as one of the most important exhibits made 
at the Paris exposition. It will be remem- 
bered that the now familiar Vienna 
bread” was introduced to Americgns 
through the Centennial exposition at Phila- 
delphia. It is not impossible that the Paris 
exposition may be the means of doing a 
similar service for the bread made by thé 
Schweitzer system of milling and bread- 
making, which is already extensively used 
in European countries. 

The important features of the new sys- 
tem consist in the peculiar process by which 
the wheat is ground and in the fact that 
the flour is made into bread as soon as it 
is ground. Mr. Wiley gives pvientific rea- 
sons why the flour made by the ordinary 
roller process is not so healthful or nu- 
tritious as flour made b a different method. 
The rollers crush the germ and the gluten 
cells of the wheat and flatten them 60 
that they cannot pass through the bolting 
cloths, and so these most nutritious por- 
tions of the grain are eliminated. The 
Schweitzer system uses corrugated stee! 
grinders so accurately adjusted as to ad- 
mit of making the finest flour, while avoid- 
ing actual contact between the two grind- 
ing surfaces. Such a mill tears apart the 
particles instead of crushing them. The 
flour thus produced is slightly granular and 
is rich in the nutritious phosphates that are 
thrown away when the roller process is 

Flour of any kind loses its strength and 
flavor when long exposed to the air, much 
as coffee does after it is ground. The bread- 
making part of the Schweitzer system aims 


to avoid thjs loss by baking the bread im-

It is an admission on 
the part of the municipal authorities that 
their inspection system cannot be depend- 
ed on; that property-owners must not rely 
on them for the proper execution of con- 
tracts, But must go into the law courts to 
defend interests which should be cared for 
by the municipal government. It should 
not be necessary to mandamus city of- 
ficers to make them perform their plain 
duties. Officers who ask to be mandamused 
are not fit to hold office. * 


The case which Judge Carter has just 


decided is to be carried up to the Supreme 
Court. If his decision is not reversed, and 
there is no equitable reason why it should 
be, the pavement contractors may find 
themselves in a predicament.. When they 
have finished a job they are paid in special 
assessment bonds most of what is coming 
to them. Those bonds, which are payable 
out of the proceeds of the later installments 
of assessments, are disposed of by the con- 
tractors to bankers. The latter, in turn, 
sell many of them to small investors. If 
there is a fear that contractors will not 
do their work well and that objecting prop- 
erty-owners will defeat or delay the col- 
lection of most of their assessments, the 


bonds given to contractors may not be 


quite so marketable as they are now. But 
should that be the case the contractors 
will have none but themselves to blame. 
If they find themselves in a bad plight 
they will be no worse off than property- 
owners have been for years. They have 
been forced to pay for cheap and nasty 
pavements, which they have seen go to 
pieces in two or three years, an amount 
of money which should have procured them 
long-lived pavements. 


It is about time to admit that Chicago 


property-owners have some rights which 
should be safeguarded by their city gov- 
ernment, which is created for that purpose. 
They should not be compelled to go into 
court to resist the collection of special as- 
sessments, the proceeds of which are to 
be used to pay for bad work. They should 
not be asked to mandamus city officials to 
perform the duties they were elected or 
appointed to attend to.

The old imperialism, based perhaps too much upon the Roman model— 
an imperialism which implied the establishment by conquest of tributary 
countries which were exploited for the sole and exclusive benefit of what cen 
barely be called the mother land in such a case, but for the stepmother at 
home, a policy broke down, as it deserved to be, when the great American revo- 
lution taught this country a lesson. Then there came a period of reaction, 
and apathy, and indifference, in which we looked upon the colonies as incum- 
brances, in which, indeed, to use an expression of a distinguished statesman 
with whons I do not agree, we flouted the colonies, and we regarded them as 
burdens and incumbrances. We expected their separation, we almost de- 
sired it. That period lasted down almost to the present day. It is only 
within. the last few years that we have redeemed our character as a great 
nation; it is only within the last few years that we have got free from that 
pusillanimous repudiation of national and imperial obligations.

not only as embracing in its ranks foemen worthy of their steel, but as 
supplying the influence necessary to hold in check the rabid element in their 


own ranks, for true labor leaders who have high and honorable aims for 


organized labor well know that the danger to their cause is not from with- 
out but rather from those noisy members of their own household who have 
in the past arrayed class against class, and would today, if they could, make 
the breach between capital and labor an impassable gulf. 

It will be at once seen that this plan necessarily anticipates the creation 
of commissions and the appointment of commissioners by organized bodies 
of employers engaged in different branches of industry.

“ Therefore, you see, we may strike out at once the Vedic religion, the 
Brahmanic religion, the religion of Zoroaster, and, I may add, the religion of 
the Old Testament also. They are all of them too old-fashioned for so new- 
fashioned a race as your people. | 

Tou might try Mohammedanism or Islam, which is no doubt a most ex- 
cellent religion. But what your countrymen have seen of it in Guinn woah 
probably fail to make an favorable impression on them, or dispose them to 
listen to the great claims which that profession of faith undoubtedly pos- 
sesses in its original form. Besides, if you leave out some of the anomalies 
and excrescences of that religion you would probably find that all that is 
good in it comes from Jewish, nay, from Christian sources. 5 

“Then, what remains, if you rule out Christianity as politically Im- 
possible in Japan? Nothing but Buddhism, which is your own religion, or 
at all events, the religion of the vast majority of the people of Japan, and 
your nearest neighbors in China, Corea, Mongolia, Tibet. I can understand 
that Buddhism, as it now exists in Japan, in China, and the adjacent coun- 
tries, has no attraction for an educated and thoughtful man like yourself. 
You call yourself a follower of Confucius, and you are evidently at perfect 
liberty to say so in your own country and to your own Buddhist friends or 
even Buddhist teachers. The teaching of Confucius is excellent, and it 
you follow his moral and political teachings you would be an excellent mem- 
ber of society, and a most useful citizen. Only Confucius gives you hardly

As a perfect knowledge of the science of pathology is necessary to the 
successful treatment of diseases in the physical body, so also is such similar 
knowledge necessary in treating with disorders of the social body, and as 
diseases in the former vary in degree and kind, which is also true of dis- 
orders in the latter, greater and more varied experience, learning, and 
skill are alike necessary where the troubles are grave in their nature or are 
aggravated by reason that they are of long standing. That is to say, the 
cure for most disputes and differences between master and men depends 
principally upon the ability of some one in authority to discover the precise 
causes leading up to them, and when these are once known it requires as a 
rule only common sense and honesty to apply the remedy. There are, as I 
have said, the more serious and also the chronic troubles which will require 
more heroic or more scientific treatment. It should be possible that such 
cases, local treatment having failed, could be at once referred to a central or 
national body, such as I havesuggested, and composed of the joint repre- 
sentatives of capital and labor. From such a body, at once so closely allied 
and so widely separated from the conflicting interests involved, only a fair 
decision need be expected.

It would seem that barely a breath of the 
north wind would send them scurrying 
southward. In truth, however, these little 
creatures, frail though they appear, stay 
with us all winter, yet not one person in 
fifty outside of the ranks of the bird stu- 
dents knows the fact. In late August the 
goldfinch drops his orange and black livery 
and puts on a sober sparrowlike garb. This 
is the reason why people think that the lit- 
tle thistle seed lover has left them and that 
another bird has taken its place. In the 
Academy of Sciences there is pathetic evi- 
dence of how the goldfinch keeps warm dur- 
ing the winter nights. The curator has there 
an oriole’s nest from the outside of which 
hangs the body of a goldfinch caught by the 
neck and literally hanged by one of the cords 
with which the oriole had fashioned its home. 


The goldfinch had sought refuge in the nest 
| from the weather and on leaving it in the 
morning had thrust its head through the 
fatal noose. These birds utilize the deserted 
homes of all their brethren who build deep 
nests. The goldfinches returned night after 
night and to a nest that an oriole had swung 
from the tips of an elm in Western Springs. 
The chickadee, of which something has 
been said, builds its nest somewhat after 
the manner of the woodpecker, but if ob- 
servation goes for much the bird does not 
use this absolutely safe and warm retreat 
for its winter night lodging. They have been 
startled time after time just after sunset 
on cold nights from the vacated nests of 
many species of birds, the chickadee simply 
burying itself in the warm linings in which 


the summer before the young of its friends

had been cradled. 
Swallows’ Early Flight. 

By mid-September the swallows one and all 
had disappeared. It may be that if the 
appearance of one swallow does not make a 
summer the absence of the entire tribe may 
not make an autumn, but it is certain that 
these birds must feel something that bids 
them begone, for they go in a body, and they 
go in the twinkling of an eye. The swallows 
live upon insects, and there is no reason as 
far as food is concerned, why they should 
not stay at least two weeks longer, for their 
nomes are in sheltered nooks. The humming 
bird, despite its delicacy, stays longer than 
the swallow and complains not. 

If some suburbanite can catch sight of a 
saucy little woodpecker going into a hole in 


BIRD PREPARATIONS FOR THE WINTER 
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{a tree on his lawn at this season of the year 


he may hope to have an interesting neighbor 
during the entire winter. All the downy 
woodpeckers remain with us the year 
through. Some of the red heads stay, too, 
but most of them go a few scores of miles 
to the south. All of these birds that remain 
pass their nights in holes in trees, and at 
this time of the first fall month they are busy 
locating proper cold weather habitations. If 
enough interest in the woodpecker is felt to 
keep him as a companion throughout the 
winter a piece of suet bound firmly to the 
limb of a tree and occasionally renewed will 
insure his presence as a guest as long as the 
snow flies, and with him, tempted by the 
suet, will be a goodly company of jays, chick- 
adees, and golden crowned kinglets. 

The kinglet, smaller than any of our birds

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save the ruby throated humming bird alone, 
manages to live all through our cold North- 
ern winter and be all the while as cheerful 
as a robin in April. The kinglet, as far as 
the experience of one person is concerned at 
least, prefers to get his summer food in the 
thick bushes, and seemingly has a prefer- 
ence for those which are near clambering 
vines. The kinglets are now casting about 
for likely places in which to pass the winter. 
As far as can be ascertained they simply get 
into the heart of some thickly twigged bush 
through which run vine branches and there 
all night long they defy both cold and snow. 
The great northern shrike, which will be 
due in Chicago from its summer home in 
the British possessions about Oct. 1, spends 
his nights close to the bole of an evergreen 
tree. There is a little clump of evergreens 


well within the city limits where a half dow 
of these birds roost nightly from October te 
March. Inasmuch as they live on a diet of 
English sparrows and spend all the daylight 
hours in the laudable vocation of killing the 
imported feathered pests, the exact location 
of their roosting place will not be given for 
fear some champion of the sparrow might 
disturb the rest of these feathered friends; 
whom many are unkind enough to call buteh- 
er birds. 

As a matter of fact no one need feel any 
anxiety for the welfare of the birds that stay 
with us in winter. The nursery ditty of 
“What will the robin do then, poor thing?” 
is tear-compelling, but the robin, the blue- 
bird, the jay, and the chickadee will all care 
for themselves and will feel no envy of man 
in his steam-heated flat. 
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E ornithologists of Great Britain and America have just finished a 
spirited discussion, which has lasted for more than a year, as to 
which is the largest bird that flies. The prize has been awarded to 
an American bird, the great condor of the Andes. To another bird, 
which is an American now, has been given the second prize. It is 
the fierce harpy eagle of the Philippines. 

Our own turkey comes near the second place, and if England 
succeeds in a present attempt at reintroducing the famous great bustard into 
the tight little island it will have the next largest bird to our turkey. 

In this discussion the term largest has been defined as meaning a bird 
which has both the largest spread of wing and the heaviest weight. This com- 
bination of two essentials has made the exact choice for second, third, and fourth 
place a matter for fine calculation. But there is no question about the choice 
for first place. The condor is king. 

In the United States we have, besides the turkey, four other birds which are 
ranked high in the list of the largest flying birds. They are the beautiful golden 
eagle, the national bald-headed eagle, the great wild Swan, known specifically 
as the whooper, and the California condor, which is almost as large as his South 


American brother. 


‘Most Remarkable of Creatures. 


In many respects the South American condor is the most remarkable of all 
living creatures. No other bird can fly so high. Humboldt saw one flying over 
Chimborazo at a height of over 23,000 feet. It seems to fly as easily and breathe 
as easily in the rarefied atmosphere at that great height as it does at the level of 
the sea. No other created being can do this, as no other living creature can 
lift itself so far above the earth. When flying it sails in majestic circles or 
hangs poised in the air as if suspended there by an invisible cord. 

Darwin once watched a condor for half an hour as it hung over an Andean 


or its widespread pinions. | | 
Its home is above the snow line, and it chooses as its favorite dwelling places 


where t cliffs descend sheer down for thousands of feet. It wanders some- 
times to where the cliffs of Patagonia frown over the troubled seas, but prefers 
to seek its food in the mountain valleys. 

It is a bird blessed with an appetite as remarkable as itself, and one condor 
has been known to devour a calf, a dog. and a sheep in a single week. On the other 
hand, it can go without food for more than forty days. 

Probably no other created animal has such keen sight as the condor. From 


tremendous heights and from great distances it can spy @ carcass and will swoop 
down on it with the rush and speed of the wind sweeping through the mountain

Proud of the Turkey. 

In putting forward the claims of the turkey to be the third largest bird that 
flies, if not the second, the tame as well as the wild bird must be taken into con- 
sideration, for the domestic turkey certainly can fly and sometimes ascends to 
the tipmost top of the tallmost tree, though it is not so lively on the wing 
as it wild brother. | 

Benjamin Franklin wanted to have the turkey adopted as the national bird 
of the United States instead of the eagle, and made out a good case for the 
bird as against the claims of his successful rival. Why the bird in question 
is called a turkey has been much discussed without reaching any definite con- 
clusion. One theory is that the turkey named himself by his peculiar “ cluck,” 
which sounds like turk. turk, turk.“ 

The turkey, however, while he has the weight, lacks the immense spread of 
wing which birds of the eagle tribe have, and this gives the harpy eagle an ad- 
vantage in the competition. Until he recent discovery of the harpy eagle in the 
Philippines it was supposed that it existed nowhere except in South America, 
with a related form in New Guinea. 

There is a splendid specimen of the harpy eagle in the Washington ZoSlogical 
Park, which weighs between twenty-eight and thirty pounds. When it is con- 
sidered that the golden eagle weighs only twelve pounds, the sea eagle only 
sixteen pounds, and the Spanish imperial eagle only a little over ten pounds, if 
will be seen that the harpy undoubtedly is entitled to be considered the largest 
of eagles, if not the second largest of flying birds. 

No measurements which can be accepted as exact scientific records have been 
taken by the ornithologists of the length of body and spread of wing of this great 
and fierce bird, but it is established that the bird has a spread of at least ten to 


twelve feet. 
Bustards of Great Size. 

There are those who not only demand second piace for the bustard, but art 
inclined to give to him first place among the birds that fly. Even such an eminent 
authority as J. E. Harting of London seems to incline that way. But the biggest 
bustard Mr. Harting cites is the Seville bustard, with a weight ot, thirty pounds 
and the biggest authentic spread of wings he cites is only seven feet three inches. 

The German naturalist, the younger Naumann, tells of bustards weighing 
thirty-two pounds and says that he has been assured of the former existence of 
specimens of the bird weighing thirty-five or thirty-eight pounds.

With these ideas and recognizing the con- 
servatism of the English people, he fixed 
upon the Abbotsholme estates as site for the 
school.

GIGANTIC CRAB LIVED 


HE Peabody Museum of Yale Univer- 
© sith has a restoration of the stylon- 

urus, the fossil ancestor of the com- 
paratively small family of horseshoe 
tfabs common along the Atlantic 
coast.. The restoration is the work of Pro- 
fessor Charles E. Beecher, who has been 
studying this particular family for several 
years. Most of the fossil remains of the 
horseshoe crab are found in the State of 
New York, many of them in Delaware Coun- 
ty, which in ages gone must have been a 
part of the sea coast. Only fragments of 


30,000,000 YEARS AGO. 
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this geological crab have been found, and 
not enough of them to make a complete 
animal, but by a careful study of the parts 
found and by comparing them with the 
crab of the present day, Professor Beecher 
was able to make a plaster crab which he 
believes must be like the crab which lived 
30,000,000 years ago. This restored crab 
is nearly five feet long, quite a respectable 
size for a crab, but not a great animal com- 
pared with some of the animals which were

first to Boston, and, being a — 2 9 
and attractive young man, was well received 
by the great men of that city and outlying 
towns. Lowell took a warm interest in him, 
and that was all that was necessary. Lowell 
was then 41 years of age and an editor of the 
Atlantic. Howells was 19 years younger and 
a hero worshiper and he found enough heroes 

n Boston, Cambridge, and Concord to keep 
im busy. 

Mr. Howells’ descriptions of his first im- 

pressions of the famous men he met are most 
picturesque and vivid. Of Lowell he Says: 
At the first encounter with pedple he 
always was apt to have a certain frosty shy- 
ness, a smiling cold, as from the lang, high- 
sunned windows of his Puritan race; he was 
not quite himself till he had made you aware 
of his quality; then no one could be sweeter, 
tenderer, warmer than he; then he made you 
free of his whole heart; but you must be his 
captive before he could do that. His whole 
personality had now an instant charm for 
me; I could not ‘keep my eyes from those 
beautiful eyes of his, which had a certain 
starry serenity, and looked out so purely 
from under his white forehead, shadowed 
with auburn hair untouched by age; or from 
the smile that shaped the auburn beard, 
and gave the face in its form and color the 
Christ-look which Page's portrait has flat- 
tered in it. 
His voice had as great a fascination for 
me as his face. The vibrant tenderness and 
the crisp clearness of the tones, the perfect 
modulation, the clear enunciation, the ex- 
quisite accent, the elect diction—I did not 
know enough then to know that these were 
the gifts, these were the graces, ofone from 
whose tongue our rough English came music 
such as I should never hear from any other. 
In this speech there was nothing of our 
slipshod American slovenliness, but a truly 
Italian conscience and an artistic sense of 
beauty in the instrument.“ j 


In those early days Mr. Howells was not a 
novelist, he was a poet and had just pub- 
lished a volume of verse together with his 
friend Piatt, and all of his leanings were in 
the direction of poetry. The Atlantic Month- 
ly had just accepted a poem of his called 


the publisher, paid him five gold dollars. The 
author had a terrible experience with this 
poem, in which, he writes: ‘“‘ Il had attempted. 
to treat in ft a phase of the national tragedy 
of slavery, as I had imagined it on a Missis- 
sippi steamboat. A young planter has gam- 
bled away the slave girl who is the mother of 
his child, and when he tells her she breaks out 
upon him with the demand: 

What will you say to our boy when he cries for 

me, there in St. Louis? 
I had thought this very well, and natural, 
and simple, but a fatal proofreader had not 
thought it well enough, or simple and nat- 
ural enough, and he had made the line read: 
What will you say to our boy when he cries for 
Ma, there in St. Louis? 

He had even had the inspiration to quote 
the word he preferred to the one I had writ- 
ten, so that there was no merciful possibility 
of mistaking it for a misprint, and my blood 
froze in my veins at sight of it. Mr. Fields 
had- given me the sheets to read while he 
looked over some letters, and he either feilt 
the chill of my horror, or I made sume sign 
or seund of dismay that caught his notice, for 
he loeked round at me. I could only show 
him the passage with a gasp. I dare say he 
might have liked to laugh, for it was cruelly 
funny, but he did not; he was concerned for 
the magazine as well as for me. 

Although the sheets with this poem were 
all printed and ready to bind up with the 
rest of the magazine, Mr. Fields had them 
destroyed and new ones set up, and it 1s 
well for Mr. Howells’ reputation thathe had! 


While he was in Boston ‘Lowell gave a 
dinner at Parker’s to young Howells, at 
which Fields and Holmes were the other 
guests. It was the first dinner served in 
courses that Howells had ever sat down 
to, and when it came “to the black coffee 
and then to the petits verres of cognac, with 
lumps of sugar set fire to atop, it was, he 
writes, something that so far transcended 
my home-kept experience that it began to 
seem altogether visionary.” 

By the way, the burned sugar is never 
seen any more except at an Italian d’hote. 
It is a pity, too, for it was picturesque, if it 
did spoil the coffee. 

The evening after this dinner the young 
poet had tea with Dr. Holmes and on the 
following day breakfast with Mr. Fields. 
Then Lowell gave him a letter to Hawthorne, 
and he made a pilgrimage to Concord. 

Hawthorne's tall and handsome son,” 
Julian, opened the door that admitted young 
Howells to The Wayside, and the next 
moment, he writes: 

“The door was opened to my ring by a 
tall, handsome boy, whom I suppose to have 
been Mr. Julian Hawthorne; and the next 
moment I found myself in the presence of 
the romancer, who entered from some room 
beyond. He advanced, carrying his head 
with a heavy forward droop, and with a 
pace for which I decided that the word would 
be pondering. It was the pace of a bulky 
man ot 50, and his head was that beautiful 
head we all know from the many pictures 
of it. But Hawthorne's look was different 
from that of any picture of him that I have 
seen. It was somber and brooding, as the 
look of such a poet should have been; it was 
the look of a man who had dealt faithfully 
and, therefore, sorrowfully, with that prob- 
lem of evil which forever attracted, forever 
evaded Hawthorne. It was by no means 
troubled: it was full of a dark repose. Oth- 
ers who knew him better and saw him 
oftener were familiar with other aspects, 
and I remember that one night at Longfel- 
low’s table, when one of the guests hap- 
pened to speak of the photograph of Haw- 
thorne which hung in a corner of the room, 
Lowell said, after a glance at it: Yes, it’s 
good, but it hasn't his fine accipitral look.’ 

In the face that confronted me, however, 
there was nothing of keen alertness, but only 
a sort of quiet, patient intelligence, for 
which I seek the right word in vain. It was 
a regular face, with beautiful eyes. The 
mustache, still entirely dark, was dense over 
the fine mouth. Hawthorne was dressed in 
black, and he had a certain effect which I 
remember of seeming to have on a black 
cravat. with no visible collar. He was such 
a man that if I had ignorantly met him 
anywhere 1 should have instantly felt him 
to be a personage.”’ 

Howells walked and talkef with Haw- 
thorne, who passed him on to Emerson with a 
card of introduction on which he wrote: “I 
find this young man worthy.’ A little stiff, 
but none the less characteristic of the author. 

With Emerson and Thoreau Howells did 
not get on as well as he did with the Boston 
group, or even with Hawthorne. Emerson, 
he writes, questioned me about what I had 


thorne I had met, and when I told him only 
Thoreau, he asked me if I knew the poems of 
Mr. William Henry Channing. I have known 
them since, and felt their quality, which I 
have gladly owned a genuine and original 
poetry: but I @nswered then truly that I 
knew them only from Poe’s criticisms: cruel 
and spiteful things which I should be 
ashamed of enjoying as I once did. 
Whose criticisms?’ asked Emerson.

0.“ he cried out, after a moment, as if 
he had returned from a far search for my 
meaning, you mean the jingle man!“ 


Mr. Howells’ impressions of literary New 
York in the early sixties was not as favorable 
as his impression of the Boston ¢ircle. In 
New York he fell in with the Bohemians, who 
made their headquarters at Pfaff’s, where 
they drank big mugs of beer and smoked 
black pipes. With one or two exceptions Mr. 
Howells did not like these Bohemians, and he 
soon cut their acquaintance. Of Stedman 
and Mr. and Mrs. Stoddard Mr. Howells 
Writes with genuine appreciation, giving to 
the latter the appreciation she has always 
deserved but seldom received. Howells did 
not stay long in New Vork at this time. He 
was made United States Consul in Venice, 
and when he came back he went to Boston 
again. There he saw more of Lowell, Long- 
fellow, and the rest, and was happy, as who 
would not be amid such surroundings!

PH HOUSTON of Dedham, Mass., farms 
for a living in order that he may hunt coons 
when he really ought to be asleep. In the 
last fifty years Mr. Houston says that he 
has killed and skinhed a round 8,000 of these 
animals andthat he enjoys the sport as much 
now as he ever did in his life. 

In one night, long ago, Mr. Houston killed 
twenty-one coons, taking nineteen Of them from one 
hollow tree, into which they had taken refuge from 
the dogs. He hunts in the forest which straggles down 


- from Block Mountains and the profits of the hunts are 


no mean addition to his farm proceeds. He finds most

Hirsch. As the only Jewish congregation in 
the United States which has dropped the 
Saturday religious service, Sinai is remark- 
able. As paying $15,000 a year to its minister 
—probably the largest salary paid to any 
preacher in America—it has another distinc- 
tion. Again, as leaving its house of worship 
on occasion open to any voice of any creed, it 


~ is a departure from conventional Judaism. 


And so far as Sinai stands alone in its broad 


iberality, it is the reflex of the man, Emil G. 


Reform had come to Sinai congregation be- 
fore the rabbi came to it in 1880, but it was 
the conventional reform. The young priest 
came to it in his robust sympathy and his 
gentile fixedness of purpose, won its love and 
confidence, and has since led it where its own 
impetus of reform 
ried it. 


Emu G. Hirsch was born to the priesthood 


and liberality was in his blood. His father 


was Rabbi Samuel Hirsch, who was a power 
in the Duchy of Luxemburg before Kennes- 
seth Israel of Philadelphia called to him 


aoross the seas. 


is father came to the Quaker City fn 1806, 
briaging with him the son Emil, then 13 years 
old. The boy entered the academy of the 
Episcopal Church in Philadelphia, preparing 
for the University of Pennsylvania. From 
that university he was graduated with the 

d of A. B. in 1872. While in school he 
had been studying languages with his father 
and after graduation from Pennsylvania he 
returned to Germany, where he spent three 
years in study in Berlin and one year in Leip- 
sic. He returned to Philadelphia in 1876 
with his rabbinical dipioma and ready to as- 
sume the duties of the ministry. 

Fils first call was to the Jewish Reform 
Congregation of Sinai, in Baltimore, from 
which city, fifteen years before, his father- 
in-law had been chased by a mob because of 
his stand against slavery. After one year in 
Baltimore, the Reform congregation at 
Louisville, Ky., called the young Rabbi. The 
salary wae an object because the 
man was preparing for matrimony, and he 
aceepted the call.

He was an active spirit in the forma- 
tion’ of the Associated Jewish Chairities cf 
Chicago, into which about $135,000 annually 
is paid fora pro rata distribution among the 
various Jewish charitable institutions. It 
is the clearing-house for dispensing money 
for the Jewish poor. 
Dr. Hirsch also is the editor of a weekly 
paper, the Jewish Reform Advocate, which 
has been in existence for nine years. 4

In a modest way Rabbi Hirsch has been a 
figure in politics. In 1888 Mayor Roche ap- 
pointed him a director for the Chicago Pub- 
lic Library. He was reappointed by Mayor 
Washburne, but Mayor Harrison did not see 
fit to rename him. However, on Oct. 9, 1898, 
Dr. Hirsch made the dedicatory address at

When in the rabbi’s judgment 
it became expedient for his church to dis- 
card the Jewish Sabbath and accept the 
Christian Sunday, in 1886, not all of his flock 
was ready for the innovation on the abstract 
merits of the proposition, but it was the 
rabbi’s wish and his wish was law. And just 
how much a departure this was from prece- 
dent may be understood when it is recalled 
that only fifteen temples in the United States 
have included Sunday services. while re- 
taining those of Saturday. All the rest 
stick to the Jewish Sabbath of Saturday.

In these years of his ministry. Sinai Tem- 
ple has grown as a building no less than as 
a congregation. It has been remodeled and 
rebuilt three times. In the latter 'S0s a gal- 
lery was put in. and in 1892 more property 
was purchased, and the ground spread of 
the building greatly added to.

He is fond ofa life 
of ease, of travel, and of social and literary 
pleasures. He does not care to pile millions 
more upon the millions that he has, and so 
the compact with Columbia University. 

Twenty yéars ago, nearly, De Loubat was 
the hero of a story. He was accused of hav- 
ing made derogatory remarks of the beauti- 
ful Minnie Stevens, daughter of Mrs. Paran 


Stevens. He was expelled from the Union 
club for this by a vote of 71 to 45. De Loubat 
fought the action ip the courts and was re- 
instated on a technicality, though he was 
still ostracised. He took his money to Eu- 
rope, established himself in Paris, enter- 
tained lavishly, hobnobbed with royalty, and 
in the end received the title of Baron from 
the King of Wirtemburg, and from the Pope 
at Rome the title of Count of the Holy 
Roman Empire, a Dukedom, and a member- 
ship in the Grand Cordon of the Order of 
Pope Pius IX. Institutions of learning 
everywhere profited by his gifts, especially 
the University of Berlin ‘and the Natural 
History Museum of New York. It was on 
March 7, 1898, that the Duke’s gift to Colum- 
bia University was announced. 

This gift is known as the Gaillard-Loubat 
library endowment fund, after the parents 
of the donor, his mother being Susan Eliza- 
beth Gaillard and his father Joseph Alphonso 
Loubat. The property given to the univer- 
sity extends from 503 to 511 Broadway, in-

Arrived in the town. the exterior aspects 
of the only hotel were found to be so unin- 
viting that the King decided to try his luck 


with one of the local grandees, and as Cas- 


telgondolfi happens to be the seat of a 
Bishop he drove to his Grace first. The 
Bishop’s palace was a formidable building, 
where many. Many years ago the tyrants of 
the principality used to hold forth. There 
was plenty of room, enough to lodge the 
King’s entire retinue of sixty persons. King 
Umberto got a fine suite of apartments and 
an ample supper, though a frugal one for 


the Bishop, who was an ascetic man. 


But his Majesty did not mind the severe 
plainness of the fare and the sour wine; he 
never had been & gourmet, and as there was 
enough to go around he was quite pleased 
with his experience.
